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The Mystery of The Rapture

“Behold, I shew you a mystery; 
we shall not all sleep; but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump.” 1 Cor. 15:51-52. 

Here is another mystery; the 
revelation of the truth concerning 
the event Christians speak of as 
the rapture. This, as all other re- 
vealed knowledge, is beyond the 
comprehension of the natural 
mind. “The natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God, 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned.” 1 
Cor. 2:14. One great evidence of 
the rebirth is the ability to com- 
prehend and feel upon the verities 
of revelation. 

Before Jesus laid down His life 
He gave His disciples a promise: 
“TI go to prepare a place for you, 
and if I go to prepare a place for 
you, | will come again and receive 
you unto myself, that where I am 
there ye may be also.” John 14:2-3. 
He is coming aga’n. 

Some had supposed that Jesus 
was going to establish the king- 
dom of God immediately upon the 
earth. To such He spoke a para- 
ble, to prepare them for the event 
they were soon to face, that is, His 
crucifixion. “‘He spake a parable”’- 
because they thought that the 
kingdom of God should immediate- 
ly appear. He said therefore, “A cer- 
tain nobleman went into a far 
country to receive for himself a 
kingdom and to return.” Luke 19:

12. The two advents of Christ, first 
to suffer and redeem and second 
to subdue and reign, were a mys- 
tery which the ancient prophets 
sought to scan, and which the 
rulers of the synagogue were un- 
seeing when Christ first came. 

“Of which salvation the proph- 
ets have inquired and searched 
diligently,—searching—what man- 
ner of time the Spirit of Christ 
which was in them did_ signify 
when it testified before hand the 
sufferings of Christ, and the glory 
that should follow.” 1 Pet. 1:10-11 

And so God’s people wait. The 
sufferings of Christ have been ac- 
complished, but the glory is yet to 
follow. We read that Jesus, “for 
the joy that was set before Him, 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God.”’ Heb.

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The Way of Wisdom

In Proverbs chapter 4, we read 
of a father’s instructions to his 
children. In the eleventh verse he 
says, “I have taught thee in the 
way of wisdom; I have led thee in 
right paths.” Fathers and mothers 
are scarce in these days who can 
say they have taught their own 
children wisdom and led them in 
right paths, for many boys and 
girls can be found in their early 
teens choosing their own paths, 
which are neither after wisdom nor 
right and it is worse still to find 
many of these in the homes of 
christendom. In these last days 
more attention should be given to 
our young people, for wicked men 
are waxing worse and worse; cry- 
ing, Away with the Bible, away 
with religion, and away with God. 
The devil knows his time is short 
and he is busy day and night, de- 
ceiving every one possible even the 
strongest if they are not careful. 
The way some people and even 
Christians turn their children loose 
at night to choose their own paths 
it seems they think the devil sleeps 
but many wake up to find a son or 
daughter in sin, shame, and dis- 
grace. And in many cases it is be- 
cause parents failed to give in- 
structions and have the moral 
courage to see that they were fol- 
lowed. By observation you will find 
in the dumb animal life a very 
strong instinct that directs them 
in the right ways but with man it 
is not so. For an example, you 
might throw a young pig or puppy 
in a river of water and it doesn’t 
matter if they never saw a quart 
of water before they will swim out 
to safety; but man at fifty or even 
a hundred years of age will drown 
if he has not been taught to swim. 


Paul said, ‘“‘How shall they hear 
without a preacher?” In _ other 
words, how shall they learn with- 
out a teacher? 

It is generally agreed that the 
best way to teach another is by 


precept and example. This father 


evidently had the right idea for he 
said, I have led thee in right paths. 
In other words he went before and 


the children followed. If the older 


people would be more careful tu 
see that they make straight paths 
for their own feet the younger 
generation would be more apt to 
follow in the way of right. The ac- 
tual way of wisdom is foreign to 
the way the world cails wisdom. 

The way of wisdom or wise judg- 
ment is a strong way. Many peo- 
ple of the world think it is only a 
bunch of weaklings that have 
found this way but the Apostle 
Paul had another idea. He said, 
“Watch ye, stand fast in the faita, 
quit you like men, be strong.” The 
Bible way is a strong way. Then, 
young people let’s find the way 
that stands for the whole Bible; 
get in it and there is no need to 
be a weakling. Always remember, 
that God is on the throne and he 
can give us power to be a strong 
pillar that is steadfast and unmov- 
able in his way. 

The way of wisdom is a sober 
way. In 1 Thess. 5:6-8 we read, 
“Let us watch and be sober. For 
they that sleep sleep in the night; 
and they that be drunken are 
drunken in the night. But let us, 
who are of the day, be sober, put- 
ting on the breastplate of faith and 
love; and for an helmet, the hope 
of salvation.” If any one would 
look upon a drunkard of the street 
what a disgusting looking wretch 





he is: not caring for his own char- 
acter or any thing else, and to see 
his family destitute of the necessi- 
ties of life on account of this de- 
structive habit of drink, surely no 
one would ever want to take it up, 
but the enemy of our souls has 
such sly ways to set his traps that 
if the young people are not posted 
they will fall in the pit. Many 
young fellows, and girls as well, do 
not think they are grown till they 
can take the drinks and smoke 
their cigarettes, unaware of the 
growing habit and with no inten- 
tions of being a drunkard. The 
downward road is lined with fallen 
wretches who had good intentions 
but after a while of continual in- 
dulgence the will power is bound 
with strong ropes of bad habits 
that can not be broken only thru 
the blood of Jesus. But thank the 
Lord there is still power in the 
blood. 

From the above scripture and al- 
so where Titus was to exhort the 
young men to be sober minded, 
there is a possibility of the minds 
of the young ‘being made drunk 
but not from strong drink. It is 
only safe to let the mind dwell on 
good thoughts. Look at the crime 
wave that is sweeping our fair 
country and much of it is from the 
minds of the young people of this 
day. In many courts of the land It 
has been decided that fnese young 
folks are only, ‘“‘Victims of the spir- 
it of the day in which we live.” If 
this is true, and no doubt it is. it 
becomes very necessary that the 
young people be taught the sober 
way of wisdom. 

The way of wisdom is a sancti- 
fied way. No individual can walk 
in this way and be a follower of the 
ways of the world. We can’t be a 
servant of two masters. If we want 
to walk in the way of wisdom we 
must be sanctified or set apart to 
serve the Master of this way. We

Past, Present, and Future 


In 1905 there appeared a book 
to which was appended the title, 
“The Protocols of the Wise Men of 
Zion.” These so-called ‘Protocols’ 
were said by their Russian spon- 
sorer, Sergius Nilus, to be based 
on certain secret documents “‘stol- 
en from the headquarters of the 
Society of Zion in France” and 
“secretly read by Zionists at the 
Zionist congress in Basle in 1897.” 
In 1919 a translation of extracts of 
Sergius Nilus’ book was published 
in Germany. During 1920 a trans- 
lation was published in England 
under the name, “The Jewish 
Peril.’’ Under various titles it was 
reproduced in the United States, 
France, Sweden, Denmark, Fin- 
land and Japan. In all of these 
books it was intended to show that 
the Jews by a widespread and 
carefully laid plot are responsible 
for all the ills that have already be- 
fallen the world and those that are 
yet to come. 


Herman Bernstein, in 1921, un- 
der the title ‘“‘The History of a Lie,” 
exposes the origin of the so-called 
‘Protocols,’ pointing out the varia- 
tions as they appeared in the suc- 
cessive editions and_ translations 
and tracing the whole malicious 
conspiracy back to a work of fic- 
tion produced by a_ disreputable, 
Jew hating, German novelist by the 
name of Herman Goedsche. This 
novelette was translated into the 
Russian language early in 1872. Its 
aim was to stir up HATRED 
AGAINST THE JEWS. Bernstein 
points out that a copy of this Rus- 
sian novelette, published in 1872, 
is in the Russian department of 
the Library of Congress in Wash- 
ington, D C. Compared paye by 
page with the so-calle@ ‘Protocols’ 
making their appearance in 1905, 
leaves no doubt as to the source of 
the Protocol forgery. The plot was 
not a plot of the Jews against the 
nations but the plot of a godless 
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mind against the Jews.

The ‘Protocols’ while not reveal- 
ing a plot of the Jews, do reveal in 
a most uncanny and startling way 
the operation of a master mind and 
as a shrewd prophecy of what is 
even now coming to pass in the 
world they are REMARKABLY 
SIGNIFICANT. Diabolical influ- 
ences are actively at work prepar- 
ing the world for the chapter in 
world history soon to be enacted. 
Satan’s revival of Jew hatred is a 
preparation for the gathering of 
the nations against Jerusalem to 
battle, under the armies of Anti- 
christ. The spirit of Antichrist is 
at work in the world marshalling 
the nations for the closing of the 
age. It is an easy matter for Sa- 
tan to dominate the mind of such 
a man as Goedsche, in producing 
the material later to be forged into 
these so-called ‘Protocols.’

According to the ‘Protocols’ cer- 
tain elders of the Jews met togeth- 
er in a mysterious manner in the 
Jewish cemetery in Prague, in the 
year 1860, to formulate a plan for 
Jewish control of the world. One 
representative from each tribe ad- 
vanced a scheme to bring this con- 
trol about. We quote from the 
‘Protocols’ some of the schemes 
suggested for the gaining of the 
control of world power. 

“All the princes and lands of 
Europe are at present in debt. The 
stock exchange regulates these 
debts but these things are done 
only by movable capital; there- 
fore, all the movable capital must 
go over to the hands of the Jews. 
If we will be supreme in the stock 
exchange, we will attain the same 
supremacy in governments. The 
stock exchange is also the means 
for the transfer of the belongings 
of the small people to the hands of 
capitalists, by drawing them INTO 
STOCK GAMBLING. Transactions 
in securities are a splendid inven- 
tion of our nation.” 

“The masses themselves are 
blind and foolish, and permit the 
shouters to rule over them. There- 
fore, our nation must be the first 
on the platform, in the press, and 
in all Christian communities. The 
more communities and meetings, 
the more dissatisfaction and idle- 
ness. From this it follows inevita- 
bly that the people grow poorer, 
that they become subject to those 
who have money, leading to the 
enrichment of the latter. Therefore,

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The Sin and Our Sins

T.xt: St. John 1:29. 

Iuucduci.on: The sin refers to 
the inbred carnality that we in- 
herited from Adam. Our sins are 
our actual transgressions. 

Christ came to take away the 
sin, the inbred carnality. “Behold 
the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world” (Text). 
Jonn seemed to be pleased to see 
Christ the Lamb of God for He 
would take away the sin. Man is 
not responsible for this sin being 
in his heart for he did not com- 
mit this sin, but he is responsible 
for his sins (actual transgressions) 
because he can confess his sins 
and God is faithful and just to for- 
give his sins (1 John 1:9). The sin 
he did not commit God will not 
forgive because the first man 
(Adam) sinned and it takes the 
second man Adam (the Lord from 
Heaven) to gain back that which 
we lost in the first man Adam 
which was from the earth earthy. 
Some one might say, “Didn’t Je- 
sus have power on earth to forgive 
sins?” Yes, He did, and also said, 
“All power is given unto me in 
Heaven and in earth (Matt. 28:18), 
but that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins (Matt. 9:6).” It is 
plain to be seen by the clear state- 
ments of scripture that it was sins 
(actual transgressions) and not 
sin. If He could have forgiven sin 
(the inbred sin), His death on the 
cross would have been unneces- 
sary, but ‘He could only say, Thy 
sins which are many (actual trans- 
gréssions) are all forgiven, go and 
sin no more (St. John 8:11). He 
seeing the need of a greater experi- 
ence (sanctification) to keep them 
from sinning, prayed, “Father, 
sanctify them,” which only the 
blood of the Lamb (Christ) could 
do. Thank God, it was perfect in 
sanctifying the comers thereunto, 
for God has perfected forever them 
that are sanctified (Heb. 10:14). 

Christ prayed and agonized in 
the garden until His sweat became 


as great drops of blood, and said, ° 


“Father, if possible, let this cup 
(agonies of the cross) pass from 
me.”’ But, praise His name, He was 
practising what He had preached, 
“Thy will be done in earth as it is 
in heaven.” What is the will of 
God? “Even your sanctification” 


(1 Thes. 4:3), “by the which will we 
(Paul) are sanctified” (Heb. 10: 
10). Some will say, “I don’t be- 
lieve God does His work twice or 
three times. If they don’t they 
should pray thru and get what God 
has for them. Naaman dipped 
seven times before he was healed 
of leprosy (which is a type of sin). 
Elijah prayed seven times before 
it rained. Daniel fasted and pray- 
ed twenty-one days before he got 
the answer, and I am sure that 
people in this evil day when they 
are tossed about by every wind of 
doctrine (Eph. 4:13), with their 
hearts full of doubts and fear, will 
have to pray, consecrate, and sanc- 
tify themselves from their worldly 
habits before they get a prayer 
thru that will bring a real experi- 
ence from the throne of grace. 

Praise His sweet name! It is for 
people who will clean up and lay 
aside all filthiness of the flesh and 
the very God of peace sanctify you 
wholly. Sanctify yourselves and 
God will do wonders among you 
(Josh. 3:5) and for their sakes I 
(Jesus) sanctify myself that they 
also might be sanctified (John 17: 
19) not that Jesus needed sancti- 
fication because He was holy, no 
guile was found in His mouth, but 
in order that we may walk in His 
footsteps as He was our pattern 
and example, for He had to sancti- 
fy Himself that we might follow 
Him, seeing the need of us being 
dead unto sin He (Jesus) prayed 
for the Father (God of peace) to 
sanctify the apostles. 

Some will say He was speaking 
of His disciples. Yes, He was, and 
any one else that would believe 
their teaching. ‘Neither pray I for 
these alone but for them also 
which shall believe on me through 
their word” (St. John 17:20). Je- 
sus was sanctified, the apostles 
were sanctified, Apostle Paul was 
sanctified (Heb. 10:10) for he said, 
“we (get the word ‘we’) which are 
sanctified’’ (Heb. 10:10), and when 
he was writing to the Church of 
God which is at Corinth, “to them 
that are sanctified” (1 Cor. 1:2), 
so we find that some of them had 
the experience. We find in Jude 
1 that they were also sanctified. If 
Jesus prayed for it we should pray 
for it also. If. sanctification wasn’t 
needful God would never have 
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given His only Son to suffer and 
die on the cross. We would have 
continually offered up other sacri- 
fices, but now “it is not possible 
that the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins’ (Heb. 10: 
4). 

People say that you will sin 
more or less every day, and that 
you can’t get perfect or get to 4 
place where you will not commit 
sin. I want to say, If that be true, 
this scripture is wrong, for the 
Lamb of God was to take away the 
sin of the world, and if the state- 
ment is true, that you have to sin, 
the blood of Christ is not more 
than the blood of bulls and of 
goats that was offered up under 
the law for sins, but that is why 
God the Father sent His only Son 
into the world to shed His blood, to 
make people perfect and to cleanse 
them from all sin. “For if the blood 
of bulls and of goats, and the ashes 
of an heifer sprinkling the unclean, 
sanctifieth to the purifying of the 
flesh: how much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal spirit offered himself with- 
out spot to God, purge your con- 
science from dead works to serve 
the living God?” (Heb. 9:13, 14). 
I can hear Paul saying while he 
was under the law, “Oh wretched 
man that I am, who shall deliver 
me from this body of death (dead 
in sin)”? Rom. 7:24. “Behold the 
Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sin of the world.” Since the 
blood of Christ was shed I hear 
John saying, “Whosoever abideth 
in him (Christ) sinneth not” (1 
John 3:6). “He that committeth 
sin is of the devil” (1 John 3:8). 
“Whosoever is born of God doth 
not commit sin” (1 John 3:9). 
“There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh but after the _ spirit.” 
(Rom. 8:1). This proves beyond a 
doubt that we must live without 
sinning and “every man that hath 
this hope in him purifieth himself 
even as he is pure” (1 John 3:3). 

Thank God, we can now say, 
There is a fountain filled with 
blood, drawn from Immanuel’s 
veins, and sinners plunge beneath 
the flood lose all their guilty stains. 
“My heart is fixed, O God, ua thee, 
ny eyes are fixed on things above” 
(Psa. 57:7). How the people need 
to get down like David and say, 
“Create in me a’clean heart, O 
God.” Even though you are justi- 
fied by faith and you have peace 
with God, there is that inbred sin 
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in your temple of God (1 Cor. 3: 
16). If there was some one in our 
home that was our enemy we 
would begin to get him out of the 
. way before he wrecked our home. 
This is the way with the inbred 
sin (carnality), and “the blood of 
Jesus Christ His Son cleanses from 
all sin” (1 John 1:7). The old man 
(sin) dies because the blood has 
such power when it is applied 
(sanctified) by the great power 
Giver which is the Holy Ghost

(Rom. 15:16). The blood kills and 
murders the one that has caused 
you so much trouble, “but now he 
is dead and your life is hid with 
Christ in God,” then you can sing 
with a reality that there is power 
in the blood, there’s power in the 
blood, for you have plunged be- 
neath the healing stream. 

We pray that these few remarks 
will find a lodging place in some 
heart that will bring forth fruit to 
70d a hundredfold.

preached, ‘‘Repent ye for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand.” Matt. 
3:2. Then Jesus “went about all 
Galilee, teaching in their syna- 
gogues and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom.” Matt. 4:23. The dis- 
ciples were sent out upon the same 
mission. “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned.” 
Mark 16:15, 16. “This gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; and then shall the end come 
(end of the age).” Matt. 24:14. 


When the work of preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom has been 
completed, the gospel dispensation 
or Church Age will close. With iis 
close there will come the harvest 
of the seed which has been sown 
by the preaching of the gospel 
through the centuries. The wheat 
will be gathered into the garner 
but the tares will be bound into 
bundles to be burned. Matt. 13:30. 
The firstfruits of the harvest will 
be the offering of the finest of the 
wheat (Lev. 23:10) as a special 
oblation unto the Lord. This will 
be the gathering of the elect, the 
“called, chosen, and faithful’ ones 
(Rev. 17:14). Their gathering un- 
to the Lord we call the RAPTURE. 
All Christians have an opportunity 
to be among the raptured saints, 
but not all will so yield themselves 
to the will of God as to be found 
worthy. Peter exhorts, “The rath- 
er brethren, give diligence to 
make your calling and election 
sure” (2 Pet. 1:10). Jesus says, 
“Watch ye therefore and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass and to 
stand before the Son of man.” 


Luke 21:36. In the Parable of the 
Ten Virgins, Matt. 25, five were 
wise and went in unto the mar- 
riage, but five were shut out into 
outer darkness. It is the loyal sub- 
jects of the kingdom, those who, 
through the preaching of the King- 
dom Gospel, shall have become 
willingly subject to the coming 
King, who will at first be gather- 
ed to the coming King, and after- 
ward return with Him to estab- 
lish the kingdom upon the earth. 

When the purposes of God thru 
the Church Age have been com- 
pleted, and the chastisement of Is- 
rael is finished, as explained in our 
last article, God will establish the 
Kingdom of Heaven upon _ the 
earth. 

For 1000 years the kingdom age 
will run its course with the ad- 
ministration of all human affairs 
in the hands of Israel’s Messiah, 
the Christ of God, and the Savior 
of all who now believe. The rap- 
ture saints will be associated with 
Christ in the administration of 
righteous government through this 
period. The Kingdom, | that is the 
dominion of the king which has 
been exercised over the hearts of 
a voluntary few thru the Church 
Age, will take a visible form with 
the literal establishment of the 
kingdom of heaven over all peoples 
and nations of the earth through 
the kingdom age. Jesus said to the 
apostles, “I appoint unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath ap- 
pointed unto me; that ye may eat 
and drink at my table in my king- 
dom, and sit on thrones judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel.” Luke 
22:29-30. “When the Son of man 
shall sit in the throne of His glory, 
ye also shall sit upon twelve 
thrones.” Matt. 19:28. All of the 
rapture saints are promised a part 
in the kingdom age government. 
“Blessed and holy is he that hath 
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part in the first resurrection on 
such the second death hath no 
power, but they shall be priests of 
God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years.” Rev. 
20:6, “The Lord cometh with ten 
thousand (Syric, myriads) of his 
saints to execute judgment.” Jude 
14-15. 

Before Christ comes WITH His 
saints to execute judgment and to 
establish the kingdom of heaven 
upon earth, He must come FOR 
His saints, all of whom are at pres- 
ent in the earth: some whose 
bodies are asleep in the grave and 
others who are alive and remain 
but all alike who await the coming 
of the Lord in the air to gather 
them to Himself. The two stages 
of the Lord’s coming, first to catch 
away the Church Age saints and 
second to return with the saints 
and establish the kingdom upon 
the earth, are plainly marked in 
the Word of God. Certain scripture 
passages appear to contradict each 
other except as they are rightly 
divided and understood to apply 
either to the first or the second 
stage of His second coming. 

1 Thess. 4:17 reads, ‘‘We shall 
be caught up—to meet the Lord 
in the air.” Zech. 14:4 says His 
coming will be, not in the AIR, but 
to the EARTH, “His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the Mount 
of Olives.” 

Rev. 16:15, “Behold I come as 
a thief,” Matt. 24:27, “as the light- 
ning cometh out of the east, and 
shineth unto the west; so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be.”’ 

Acts 1:11, He “shall so come in 
like manner as ye have seen him 
go.” Acts 1:10, “A cloud received 
Him out of their sight.” Bev. 19:11 
declared His coming will be upon 
a “white horse.” . 

John 14:3 and 1 Thess. 4:14 
promise that Jesus will come FOR 
His saints. Jude 4 and Rev. 19:14 
Say He will come back to earth 
WITH His saints. “The Lord com- 
eth WITH ten thousand of His 
saints.” 

Luke 21:36 and Rev. 3:10 teach 
that the Church Age saints. will 
“ESCAPE” the tribulation and be 
“KEPT FROM the hour of temp- 
tation by the coming of Christ FOR 


them BEFORE the tribulation. “I 


will keep thee from the hour of 
temptation which shall try all them 
that dwell upon the earth.” “Watch 
—that ye may be accounted wor- 
thy to escape.” Matt. 24:29-30, 
“Immediately AFTER the tribula- 
tion—shall they see the Son of 
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man coming.’”_ 

These contrasting statements 
will all be literally fulfilled, partly 
in the first phase of Christ’s return 
and partly in the second phase. 
When He comes FOR His Church 
Age saints, it will be before the 
tribulation. When He comes WITH 
His Church Age saints, it will be 
AFTER the tribulation. Atone- 
ment for National Israel will have 
been completed, and everything 
will be clear to bring in the ever- 
lasting righteousness of a new dis- 
pensation. The Kingdom of God, 
restored to Israel (Acts 1:6), will 
then be established upon the earth. 
When Christ comes FOR the 
Church Age saints, He will come 
secretly, into the airy regions, up- 
on a cloud, and BEFORE the trib- 
ulation. When Christ comes WITH 
the Church Age saints, He will 
come as the lightning, upon the 
earth, riding a white horse, and 
AFTER the tribulation. 

The Church, composed of 
Church Age saints, did not exist 
before Christ’s first advent. How- 
ever, there were saints before this 
period. At Christ’s resurrection 
“many bodies of the saints which 
slept, arose.” Matt. 27:52. These 
were Old Testament saints and are 
not to be counted with the Church 
Age saints. 

Daniel speaks of the “saints of 
the Most High” (Dan. 7:18) who 
shall take the Kingdom. This re- 
fers to Daniel’s people or the Jews. 
There are Jewish saints. They are 
not a part of the Church and have 
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no part in the rapture. Matt. 24: 
22 says that the days of tribula- 
tion will be shortened for the sake 
of the ELECT, and that after the 
tribulation God will send out fish- 
ers and gather His ELECT from 
the four corners of the earth and 
from the four corners of Heaven. 
This again refers to the Jewish 
saints, the elect remnant or those 
who remain after two parts have 
been destroyed during the tribula- 
tion (Zech. 13:8-9), together with 
all of the worthy Jews who, with 
faithful Abraham and as his seed, 
were promised the inheritance of 
a glorious kingdom, ruled by the 
seed of David. These scriptures 
can not therefore be advanced to 
teach that the Church Age saints 
are to go through the tribulation. 


God does not lie. Nor has He for- 
gotten any of His works. “Known 
unto God are all His works from 
the beginning of the world.” Acts 
15:18. He has worked a work, as 
written in Acts 13:41, quoted from 
Habakkuk 1:5, “I work a work in 
your days, a work which ye shall 
in no wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you.” That work 
has been the calling out of the 
Church of God, “a people for His 
name,” from among the Gentiles. 
Acts 15:14. That work was “in no 
wise” believed by the Jews, but it 
is now almost finished. Its comple- 
tion will soon be made known by 
the rapture of the Church Age 
saints; then God will turn again 
to Israel, and shortly a new age 
will begin.

can’t expect to hold on to the world 
with one hand and on to the Lord 
with the other. James 3:11-12, 
“Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and bitter? 
Can the fig tree, my brethren, bear 
olive berries? either a vine, figs? 
so can no fountain both yield salt 
water and fresh.” 

The way of wisdom is a shining 
way. We read in Prov. 4:19 that 
the way of the just is as the shin- 
ing light. Every individual that is 
in the path of the just has a light, 
and we are commanded to let the 
light shine, which is very needful 
as there are so many in darkness 
and need the light of the just. It is 
true that there are many who pro- 
fess to be in the way of wisdom or 
the path of the just but leave a 


trail of darkness following where- 
ever they go, because there is no 
light in them. These are like those 
in the beginning who lifted up 
Christ on the cross. It is the duty 
of the true Christian to lift Him-up 
by the path of their shining light 
as the great Savior of the world 
that men may be made to glorify 
Him. Praise the Lord for He has 
done so much for me, that it makes 
me want to do more for Him by 
letting my light shine. 

The way of wisdom is a satisfy- 
ing way. The Psalmist said, The 
meek shall eat and be satisfied. 
Satisfaction is one thing the world 
is looking for and it is spending 
millions of dollars trying to gain 
this longed-for blessing, but truly 
the greatest satisfaction they have 
is in looking for the next place to 
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find it. When found, it usually 
gives more remorse than real en- 
joyment. It has been by many, un- 
mistakably proven that true happi- 
ness is to be found only in serving 
God. The peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, to the 
mind of Paul cannot be improved 
upon for he said, “It shall keep 
your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus.” The world may of- 
fer you satisfaction” along many 
lines and you may find it for a time 
as you feel but it will never come 
up with that which passeth all 
understanding. In order. to have 
this enjoyment you will have to 
give up the world but it will not 
cost you a cent for that is just 
how cheap the world is in real 
value. 

The way of wisdom is the right 
way. Proverbs 14:12-13, “There is 
a way that seemeth right unto a 
man, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death. Even in laughter 
the heart is sorrowful; and the end 
of that mirth is heaviness.’”’ The 
wise way is the Bible way, the way 
of holiness. If we travel this way 
we will have to serve God with our 
whole heart, live the Bible way for 
without holiness no man shall see 
God. To stay in this way you have 
to move on. You can’t park or 
quit traveling. You are either go- 
ing up or losing out. It doesn’t 
matter how fast or how slow you 
travel just so you stay in the Bible. 
In our lesson we read at verse 
twelve, “When thou goest, thy 
steps shall not be straitened;

Neither 
does it lead to the grog shops for 
drugs, dopes, beer and other drinks 
that are doing so much hurt to the 
health and minds of this genera- 
tion. And at these places is where 
much bad company is met. The 
right way leads to better company. 
The young people of this age 
should be led in the paths of good 
company, for bad company has 
been the cause of many a poor 
broken hearted mother, and doom- 
ed boy and girl for a life of shame 
and disgrace. Car rides, petting 
parties, thumbing on the highways 
and late evening strolls may not. 
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seem out of place but many a pour 
girl and boy too have lost their 
reputation and character as well 
by these in bad company. Our les- 
son also teaches us at the four- 
teenth verse, “To enter not into the 
path of the wicked, and go not in 
the way of evil men.” In this right 
or holy way our conversations as 
well as our walks are safeguardeu. 
Many a poor soul has fallen a vic- 
tim to an unbridled tongue, and 
these are not all old folks. Young 
people, guard well your tongues. 
The instruction of Peter would be 
good for all of us. 1 Peter 1:15. 
“But as he which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy in all manner of

conversation.’’ No manner of con- 
versation outside the holy conver- 
sation is becoming in the right 
way.

MY PROPOSED TRIP TO CEN- 
TRAL AMERICA 


By J. H. INGRAM 


Some months ago I made some 
mention in the Evangel about hav- 
ing received a letter from General 
Jorge Ubico, El Senor Presidente, 
De La Republica, De Gautemala, in 
Central America, extending to me 
an invitation to visit his country in 
the interest of the Latin American 
missions of the Church of God. I 
also stated that I would like to visit 
Gautemala if possible while this 
door of opportunity was open to 
us, aS we must press our way on 
into not only Central but South 
America, as time and opportunity 
is afforded. 


Some years ago I received what 
I thought was a call to Venezuela 
in S. America. I also have a letter 
from one of our Bible students 
who feels the call to South Amer- 
ica. Letters before me now from 
some missionaries to the Argen- 
tine, S .A., are telling of the great 
need for missionaries in that field. 

Getting back to the subject. The 
Mission Board has acted in good 
faith and authorized a_ three 
months’ missionary trip to Guate- 
mala and I have my passport pa- 
pers already and expect to leave 
around May Ist, D.V. In order to 
save I am going overland by train 
through the Mexican Republic, for 
in that way I can purchase Mexi- 
can money, getting around $3.50 


for each American dollar; and by 
riding on wooden seats in the sec- 
ond class coaches with the peons 
I can go very cheap at this time, 
where if I go by steamer even 
third class passage would cost 
much more since I would have to 


pay my fare in United States 
money. 

It is around three thousand 
miles from my home in Long 


Beach, Calif. to the Guatemalan 
frontier. It is very hot and un- 
healthful in that country at this 
time of the year, especially for us 
North Americans. The journey will 
be through some of the wildest 
country to be found in either of 
the Americas and I expect to go to 
the interior where there will be 
danger lurking everywhere as well 
as disease. Many poisonous insects 
and large poisonous snakes and, 
until recent years I understand. 
danger from wild animals where 
one is unarmed, and not knowing 
on the other hand how one may 
be viewed by some of the’ semi- 
civilized Indian tribes. 


I expect to carry my blanket- 
roll and light camping outfit on 
my back, and take it afoot, or by 
donkey, once I reach the interior, 
and make an extensive tour of the 
country, giving out tracts and 
holding service wherever I can and 
if possible open up a mission sta- 
tion so we can get a foothold in 
that country while they have the 
good president in office who is so 
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friendly disposed. Had I not had a 
letter signed by him, no doubt 1 
would have encountered much dif- 
ficulty with the consular officials 
in Los Angeles where I obtained 
my official permit to enter the 
country, for they put me through 
the-third degree, the way it was, in 
regard to my character, etc., in- 
cluding a doctrinal examination. 
After I got my passport papers a 
duplicate form of same was given 
me in a sealed envelope, bearing 
the government stamp. I was di- 
rected to hand this to the Senor 
Comandante del Puerto at point 
of entry, and by all means to show 
the letter from the president as it 
was better than a passport. So ev- 
ery one please pray for me and if 
God puts it upon your heart to help 
in financing this trip, remember 
“it is better to obey than to sacri- 
fice.” Send all donations to E. J.

Also please pray for 
my wife who _ suffered severe 
bruises in an auto accident while 
riding home with some _ sisters 
from the church here, and has 
been confined to her bed nearly 
three weeks now.

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I have been visiting my family 
in the States for the last few weeks 
and failed to write to the paper re- 
porting the work here. I will now 
give a short report. I am glad to 
say we are coming on fine here in 
the Bahamas. I have not visited all 
of the islands yet but I keep in 
touch with them. All of our preach- 
ers are doing their very best it 
seems. 

We have gotten five new church- 
es this year and we think we will 
have more soon. Brother Will 
Franks at Abaco has been doing 
good with his work. He reports 
that his folks are coming on fine. 
They have one new church. 

Brother Porter White wntes me 
that they had a battle. They threat- 
ened and came out to mob them 
but God was not asleep. He placed 
His big hand between them and 
kept them off. Soon the fire was 
burning and they had to stay off 
and see it burn. Thank the Lord! 
Say, the harder the battle, the 
sweeter the victory! They stayed 
there three weeks.

LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


RETURNING TO JERUSALEM 

Vv. 17. “And Jesus going up to Jeru- 
salem.” He was leaving Perea, the coun- 
try east of the Jordan, journeying to Je- 
rusalem the last time during His earthly 
life. “Took the twelve disciples apart in 
the way.” Accompanied by many follow- 
ers He had some things to say not intend- 
ed for all. These were His chief secrets 
and for His disciples only. “And said un- 
to them.” Certain things concerning His 
trial and crucifixion. 

V. 18. “Behold, we go up to Jerusa- 
lem.” The use of the word “behold” seems 
to infer that the things to which He re- 
ferred were close at hand or already in 
sight. “And the Son of man shall be de- 
livered unto the chief priests.” ‘he high 
priests and certain coursés of priests 
serving in the temple are here meant. 
“And unto the scribes.” The Jewish in- 
terpreters and recorders of the law. From 
these two classes the elders and seventy 
members of the Sanhedrin were drawn 
“And they shall condemn him to death.” 
A reference to the act of the Sanhedrin. 
They could condemn but could not exe- 
cute, John 18:31. 

Vv. 19. “And shall deliver him to the 
Gentiles.” The reference is to the Roman 
rulers who had taken authority of capi- 
tal punishment out of the hands of the 
Jews. “To mock, and to scourge, and to 
crucify him.” For the first time Jesus 
announces death by crucifixion referring 
at the same time to maltreatment pre- 
ceding it, chap. 27:26, 28, 30. “And the 
third day he shall rise again.” His resur- 
rection was as the shining sun bursting 
forth after an apocalyptic storm. 

THE REQUEST OF JAMES AND JOHN 

Vv. 20. “Then came to him the mother 
of Zebedee’s children.” Zebedee was a 
fisherman, His wife was Salome, an earn- 
est Christian found at the cross among 
the early visitors at the tomb. Their 
home was perhaps in Capernaum. “With 
her sons.” James and John. If Salome 
was a sister of Mary, Jesus, James and 
John were cousins. “Worshipping him, 
and desiring a certain thing of him.” She 
made the customary prostration before 
Him as her superior, later making known 
her definite request. 

Vv. 21. “And he said unto her, What 
wilt thou?” He made no unconditional 
promise but compelled her to formulate 
her petition. Aocording to Mark, James 
and John were with her, joining in her 
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request. The selfishness of her request 
has afforded a lesson for all mankind 
who desires to further their selfish in- 
terest. “She saith unto him, Grant that 
these my two sons may sit, the one on 
thy right hand and the other on the lefi, 
in thy kingdom.” The request had prob- 
ably grown out of Christ’s mention of 
the twelve thrones and judgment of the 
twelve tribes mentioned in Matt. 19:23. 


JESUS’ ANSWER AND ITS SIGNIFI- 
CANCE 

V. 22. “But Jesus answered and said, 
Ye know not what ye ask.” Since they 
were ignorant of what they haa asked, 
He did not upbraid or rebuke them but 
dealt tenderly and gently with them. In- 
deed they were not trained nor qualified 
for such a position as yet. A long curri- 
culum of hardships and sufferings inter- 
vened to qualify them for such positions 
if they were faithful to Him whose sov- 
ereign will had chosen them for the posi- 
tion which they were to occupy during 
the dispensation of grace. “Are ye able 
to drink of the cup that I shall drink of?” 
“Joy and sorrow, blessing and affliction” 
in Holy Scripture are often denoted un- 
der the metaphor of a cup, Psa. 11:6; 23: 
5; 51:17; Jer. 25:15. In Hebrew liter- 
ature it signifies “fate.” The cup signi- 
fied the internal, mental, and spiritual 
suffering which Christ endured, chap. 
26:39, 42. Since Christ was proposing to 
drink of the cup of death voluntarily, the 
question, Are ye able to drink of, etc., was 
a timely one. “And to be baptized with 
the baptism that I am baptized with?” 
The reference is to the external pains and 
persecutions in the sea of which He was 
to be sunk. Compare Psa. 69:2, 15. The 
cup of death and baptism into death 
adumbrate the two sacrifices by which 
We are made one with Christ. “They say 
unto him, We are able.” They still dia 
not understand, yet if they *-* no doubt 
they would have still dared to take and 
drink. 

Vv. 23. “And he saith unto them, Ye 
shall drink indeed of my cup.” Jesus ac- 
cepted the virtue of their faith and proph- 
esied concerning its fulfillment. James 
shared in Christ’s baptism of blood being 
murdered by Herod, Acts 12:2. St. John 
did not undergo a violent death but sut- 
fered persecution, banishment and dis- 
tress while his companions dropped one 
by one. In this sense: he was a martyr in 
will if not in deed. “Cast into a boiling 
caldron of oil at the hand of Nero, later 
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banished to the lonely Isle of Patmos, 
would involve sufferings unto deach. 
“And be baptized with the baptism that I 
am baptized with.” A complete _ fulfil!- 
ment of the cup of death is here em- 
bodied in the word “baptized.” They were 
immersed in death by drinking it as a 
cup of fate. “But to sit on my right hand, 
and on my left, is not mine to give, but 
it shall be given to them for whom it is 
prepared of my Father.” Rewards in 
heaven are not so easily obtained as re- 
wards in earth. They are given to those 
for whom they have been prepared, 


OTHER DISCIPLES DISPLEASED 

V. 24. “And when the ten heard it.” 
They were not all present, Perhaps some 
one told them later. “They were moved 
with indignation against the two breth- 
ren.” The cause for their indignation was 
because they shared in the ambitious de- 
sires which had promoted the request of 
the two brothers. 

THE MANNER OF CHRIST’S SERVICE 

Vv. 25. “But Jesus called them unto 
him.” He deals tenderly and gently that 
He may prepare them for the work that 
is soon to fall upon them. “And said, Ye 
know that the princes of the Gentiles.” 
A reference to the Roman military gov- 
ernors of Palestine. “Exercise dominion 
over them, and they that are great exer- 
cise authority upon them.” The Gentile 
reign was one of absolute and oppressive 
domination, often harsh and severe. 

V. 26. “But it shall not be so among 
you.” In Christ’s kingdom is governors’ 
rule solely for the good of His flock, 
with no self-seeking interest nor serving 
other private interests. “But whosoever 
will be great among you, let him be your 
minister.” The great ones of Christ’s 
kingdom automatically become first as 
ministers or servants of the people. They 
are called upon in time of need or trou- 
ble for council and advice and to render 
service to those who are more feeble 
or less able to bear up under trying cir- 
cumstances. 

Vv. 27. “And whosoever will be chief 
among you, let him be your servant.” The 
entire creation is dependent upon that 
which is itself greater, by means of which 
it may fill up the delinquencies of the 
creation itself and meet man’s needs. As 
God is the greatest of all and therefore 
serves and maintains all, even so must 
men who are truly great become ser- 
vants of others who are in need of their 
service. The world has many ills and {fs 
treated by many physicians, however, it 
has but one Savior. Men who are deeply 
spiritual are alone in God’s sight consid- 
ered great and able to render true ser- 
vice. 

V. 28. “Even as the Son of man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter.” He came not that we might minis- 
ter to Him but that He might minister to 
us. He who had created all things and 
possessed all things needs not receive 
help from men, but man, who falling in- 
to sin had lost his spiritual relationship 
with God, needed not only a minister but 
a ransom. For this cause ‘Christ came.

the support of every kind of dis- 
satisfaction, every revolution, in- 
creases our capital and brings us 
nearer our goal.” 

‘It is absolutely necessary that 
the management of all the news- 
papers and magazines of all the 
countries be in our hands. The pos- 
session of gold, of the press, and 
of sufficient means for the satis- 
faction of certain qualities of its 
soul, will make us masters of pub- 
lic opinion and will subjugate to 
us the masses. Once we become 
absolute masters of the press, we 
will easily be able to refashion the 
ideas of honor, of virtue, of faith- 
fulness, AND TO DEAL THE 
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FIRST BLOW TO THE FAMILY 
CONCEPTION which is consider- 
ed to this day the most sacred in- 
stitution and which must be re- 
duced to a state of decay.” 

“We must get the control of the 
traffic in liquor, butter, wool and 
bread. Then we shall have in our 
hands agriculture, farming. Petty 
wares, which give a great deal of 
trouble and yield very little profit, 
we can leave to the hands of Chris- 
tians.” ‘““‘When all the gold on earth 
will be ours the power will go over 
to us. Then will be fulfilled the 
promise made to Abraham. Gold is 
the ruler of the earth. Gold is re- 
ward, power, pleasure—all that hu- 
man beings fear and desire. When 
Israel shall have gold and the press 
in his hands, we will be able to ask, 
‘On what day will it please you to 
put on Atarah (crown) which be- 
longs to us by right, to erect 
Shisse (?) and extend the Shebet 
(sceptre) over the nations of the 
earth?’ ” 

“The natural enemy of the Jews 
is the Christian Church. Therefore 
we must try to humiliate it. We 
must instill into it FREE THINK- 
ING, SCEPTICISM and CON- 
FLICTS. Therefore we will first 
of all start a war on the clergy; we 
will try to arouse suspicion against 
it and ridicule it. The main pillar 
of the church is the school. There- 
fore we must gain influence over 
the young. UNDER THE GUISE 
OF PROGRESS and the equal 
rights of all religions WE WILL 
DESTROY THE STUDY OF RE- 
LIGION IN CHRISTIAN 
SCHOOLS. Then religion will be 
taught at home and since there is 
LITTLE TIME LEFT FOR THAT, 
the spirit of religion will gradually 
decline and eventually it will be de- 
stroyed altogether. We shall be 
able to uproot the belief in that 
which our enemies, the Christians, 
shall have worshipped until that 
time, and instead of that, having 
brought up the army in a spirit of 
infatuation with the various pas- 
sions, we shall openly declare war 
on everything that the Gentiles are 
at present revering and worship- 
ing.”

It is amazing to note how many 
of the points touched upon in these 
Protocols are now actually points 
of prophetic development. The 
massing of gold into the hands of 
a few capitalists, the robbing of 
the poor through stock exchange 
manipulations, the control of farm 
products and basic industries by
